THE OTHER SIDE. 



Said Pasha Does Not Claim That the 
Turkish Administration Is 
Snowy White. 

Charges of Rioting and Outrage Are 
Officially Preferred Against 
the Armenians. 

London, Nov. 7> — Tho Constantinople 
correspondent of tho Standard sends to that 
paper an interesting intorviow with Said 
Pasha, In whioh ho says that he could not 
claim that the Turkish administration was 
snow whito, but it was certainly uotae 
black aa it was painted. The ministers, ho 
said, wore working bard to carry out the 
scheme of reforms and counted upon Eng- 
land's gonorosity not to increase tho difficul- 
ties by encouraging the revolutionary Ar- 
menians who, instead of being gratotul for 
the concessions that havo boon mado, wore 
in open revolt throughout Asia. 

The Berlin correspondent of tho Timos 
says of Towfik Pasha, the new Turkish 
minister of forolgn affairs ; " While horo 
Tewfik displayed no qualities fitting him to 
bo a good foreign minister. Ho has won tho 
Sultan's confidence by tho timely detection 
of tho palaca plots and he iB likely to be a 
docile palace instrument. It looks, there- 
fore, as if tho Sultan wore thinking more of 
his own safoty than of the gravity of tho 
political situation," 

Washington, Nov. 7.— The Turkish 
legation announces the following telogram 
from tho Sublime Porte of yesterday's date : 
"All the news concerning plots, threaten- 
ing letters and supposed dissatisfaction in 
tho rankB of the army and navy 
is intentionally propagated by well 
known newspaper correspondent affiliated 
with tho Armenian committee to alarm 
public opinion. As for the often repeated 
assertion of tho intondod extermination of 
Armenians it Is too absurd to be contra- 
dicted. Tho efforts of tho Imperial govern- 
ment tend, on tho contrary, to quoll 
tho revolt of the Armenians and 
rcaist their criminal and bloody 
agitation. The American agitation at 
DIarbektr was on tho point of sub- 
siding whon tho Armoulans again began 
their attaoks upon tho Mussulmans by 
throwing bombs at them, and by firing at 
tho Mezzlns at tho very time whon thoy 
were calling tho faithful to prayers. During 
tho uffrr.y fifty Mussulmans and ninety Ar- 
menians woro killed and wounded. Armen- 
ian rioters attacked tho patrols at Sivlrk, 
killing a few Mussulman's and sotting fire 
to the bazaar." 

Two hundred Armonian revolutionists 
having at their head the ohief of the parish 
of Fergus, attacked the village of Tohnu- 
kour Hisson, and killed twelve Mussulmans. 
Some of the agitators wore arreBtod includ- 
ing part of the Armonian brigands, who 
captured Hadji, HaBsaan, Oglou, Hunsni. 
All tho news published aa to the occurrences 
of trouble at Aduna, Tarsus and Tersino, is 
absolutely without foundation." 

CUBAN BELLIGERENCY. 

Martinez Campos Urges That Home Rule Bo 
Granted tho Cohans or They Will Be 
Treated as Belligerents. 

New York, Nov. 7. — Tho Paris corre- 
spondent of tho World cablos : " I am able 
to Bend you the following authontlo transla- 
tion of copies of official cable dispatches now 
on file at Madrid : 

To Ministoro Ultramar, Madrid : — Re- 
ferring to your cablegram of Ootober 30, ox- 
pressing dissatisfaction at the newspaper in- 
terview in whioh I exprossod an opinion that 
tho United States would recognize tho Cuban 
belllgeroncy, I reitorate tho statement, and 
say further if thiB war 1b not brought to a 
apeedy termination by granting home rule 
to Cuba, tho United StatoB will surely give 
aid to the insurgents and espouse their cause 
sooner or later. I urgo that autonomy be 
granted to tho Island, boliovlng this to be 
the only moans of ending tha struggle with- 
out losing many lives and wasting the im- 
mense wealth of tho Ibland. Martinez 
Campos." 

' To Martinez Campos, Captaln-Gonora!, 
Cuba. — The question of autonomy ie boing 
oonsidorod, but there is no foar that tho 
Cubans will not accept it. Ultramar." 

A local paper this morning says that an 
offioial communication from Muttiuez do 
Campos was received at the Cuban head- 
quarters in this oity. It Is simply a copy 
of an offioial order sent to all generals of 
districts and brigades, and is apparently 
sent as a guarantee of good faith on tho part 
of the Spanish commandor. It is ovidontly 
meant as a polite Intimation that it would 
bo possible to opon up relations on a regular 
war footing. 

The opening up of such negotiations 
would indioato that an oxohacgo of prisoners 
would follow, oortoin agrooments to bo ef- 
fected, and prisoners on both Bides to bo 
treated as soldiers. 



NOT DISCOURAGED. 



Parkhur8t Says New York Has Enconr 
aged an Organized Baud of 
Cut Throats. 

Tammany's Secretary Is Dangerously 
Wounded in an Election Fight 
—He May Die. 



New York, Nov. 7.— Rov. Dr. Parkhurst 
in giving his views of tho result of the 
olootlon Baid in part : " Whilo deploring 
tho local results of tho olootlon, I am calm 
and collected, and grateful for the lessons 
taught by defeat. ThiB defeat is distinct- 
ively duo to three causes, the only one I 
caro to mention boing tho intrusion of the 
excise question. Without discussing the 
merits of our oxclso laws, It suffices to Bay 
that Mr. Roosevelt and his colloagues would 
havo dosorved impeachment If thoy had not 
bent every energy of their offioes to Its 
enforcement. And what do thoso who 
havo gone over to Tammany, as a result 
of that enforcement, expect to gain by it 'i 
There will be no relaxation at 300 Mulberry 
stroot, ovon if tho mayor will not pull the 
commissioners from tholr Bworn duty, 
although It is preaumablo he will try to do 
so, The honest, law-abiding public expect 
them to go on as they have been doing and 
will stand by them to the death. If the 
question should be referred to local opinion, 
it is safe to say that the liquor olemonb of 
this town would be pummelled into an in- 
distinguishable mass of helplessness and un- 
consciousness. What, then, do those who 
have gone over to Tammany as a result of 
tho commissioners' aotlon oxpeot to gain ? 

Thoy have encouraged the most tho- 
roughly organized band of polltloal cut 
throats the oivllizod world has over known, 
and havo the Bupremo satisfaction of having 
persuaded the public that they were playing 
the hypocrite laBb year when they were 
shouting against Tammany, and that a pot of 
boor counts more with them than the deca- 
logue, or their own aolf respect. They havo 
harmed tho public good, and have done It in 
a way that makes it less, rather than more, 
likely that thoy will be in a situation to 
pamper their own bellies. Nothing has oc- 
curred to diacourago my hopos, dompon my 
ardor, or in any way obsoure the end to- 
ward whioh I am laboring " 

John B. McGoldrick, olerk of tho supreme 
court and sooretary of Tammany Hall, la 
lying in a dangerous condition at his home, 
tho result of a stab wound, received in an 
election wrangle. Although the affair is 
said to have occurred at 4 o'clock in tho 
afternoon of election day, no report was 
mado of it, and tho first intimation of it was 
had whon William Dowllng, a bartender, 
was arraigned in the Jefferson Market police 
court, charged with having stabbed 
McGoldrick. The patrolmen who had 
Dowllng in charge would say little about 
tho caso, and even tried to belittle it to 
tho magistrate. The officer said that 
McGoldrick came up to him on the street 
and asked him to arrest Dowling, who, ho 
Bald, had hit him on the head with a glass, 
"That Is all there Is to It," concluded the 
officer. Dr. Schenok, police Burgeon, who 
examined McGoldrlok, made the following 
statomont : " This Is to certify that John 
B. McGoldrlok is suffering from a punctured 
wound, whioh has pecotrated the right tho- 
racio oavlty, and which may havo wounded 
the lung. His oonditlon is very critical, 
and fatal complications may arise."

THE PAK1S BOURSE. 

Resignation of Governor ChrlBtoples-The 
"Times'" Tribute to ilia Services. 

London, Nov. 7. — Tho ParlB correspond- 
ent of tho Times sayB that tho resignation of 
M. Chrlstoples, governor of the Bourse, 
whioh has been announeod, is ostensibly on 
the ground of tho projected bill announeod 
by tho now ministry on November 4, whioh 
prohibits mombora of tho legislature from 
becoming directors of financial or commer- 
cial nndortakings having any transaction 
with the government. " H?3 management," 
tho Timos correspondent oontinuea, " has 
mado tho Crodit Fonoier the powor it has 
become. His retirement has oauBod a sen- 
sation and will probably aggravate a Bourse 
crisis."

Ottawa, Nov. 7.— According to the an- 
nual report of the Inland Revenue depart- 
ment tho consumption of beer, spirits and 
tobacco per hoad of the population of Can- 
ada la falling off stoadlly. Spirits dropped 
from .742 to ,G6G gallona ; beer 3:1 gallons 
to 3k ; tobacco 2.201 to 2.163 poundB per 
head. The exports of Canadian spirits are 
steadily inoroaBing.

—(Special)— The agreo 
moot botween tho Canadian Pacific railway 
and its onglnoera and firomen Bottling the 
sohedulo of wagos between tho company and 
Its drlvorB will oxplro in December. The 
agroemont was mado with the International 
Union, whioh covers all the railroads In 
America. The drivers' delegatos aro now 
drawing up an agreement which will suit 
them, and will try to have It signed by the 
oompany'a managers. They have not much 
hope of thla being done, for a rnmor current 
along tho road has it their wages are to be 
redaood.

Done on Many of the Old 
Creeks. 



Bedrock on Willow River Beached- 
Accident on the Guldfielda 
Flame. 



(From Our Specir.l Correspondent.) 

Bahkkrvillk, Oob. 31.— Leaving Cun- 
ningham creek and taking a northerly di- 
rection, we travel through the Cunningham- 
Anblor paaa, where lb 1b generally conceded 
that Anblor oroek had ita course ab one 
time, and if bo, I believe that it is a vory 
riah piece of ground ; but for some reason it 
has never been prospected to bedrock. Ar- 
riving ab Antler creek, we firab pasa over 
MoBean'a flab, whore there were Home very 
rich apoba. One place, containing not more 
than half an aore of gravel, yielded ninety- 
five bhouaand dollars, and nowhere waa the 
deposit of gravel more than ten feet deep, 
and the bedrock was bwonty feet above the 
le vol of bhe creek. Adjoining lb ia the Yel- 
low Lion, which was also a good paying 
claim. The whole of bhis ground is now 
taken up and is undor bond to English capi- 
talists. Their engineer is on the ground at 
the prosent time making hie estimate. 

From McBeau'a iUb up creok to the head, 
six miles, there have been and are now some 
very rich deposits of gravel. Somo of it 
yielded us high aa $1,000 to bho yard. Some 
again never containad a color. I aaw four 
meu working thia summer and they only 
took out two dollars and fifty cents in throe 
montha. Next day they wonb to a new 
place and they took out §61 to the man for a 
couple of daya. Thore aro a couple of men 
now working about 100 fceb up above the 
level of tha crock, and they aro averaging 
Sti per day to the man. But this creek ia 
like Cunningham, noarly all taken up in 
half mile Ioasoa from one end to tho other by 
speculators, and a good deal of it 1b held aa 
real estate. 

There is an abundant aupply of water in 
another creek for hydraullcing. On the 
other hand there ia too much water for deep 
diggings, aa there ia no oemenb or day in 
the creek bsd to bold the water and keep ib 
from coming into tho tunnela bhab have 
boen tried time and again, and some of thorn 
ab great expense. The Nason claim ooat 
$60,000, and they never gob the channel on 
account of the water coming in faator than 
their large pumps could lift it. 

Ab the Nason claim the wagon road com- 
mences thab loada to Barkerville. A dis- 
tance of eight miles along thia road there 
are Beveral gulches that were famous for 
their gold. One of them, Stovens' gulah, is 
now being worked by a company of ten 
Chlnamon, who are making about four dol- 
lars per day to the man. From where the 
road leaves Antler creek to its junotion with 
Bear river the ground haa never been pros- 
pected on accounb of the great quantities of 
water thab would have to be contended 
with. 

Coming along bhe road to Barkerville we 
cross Grouse creek, where some very rich 
claims were located and some very poor 
ones. The Waverly on this creok has been 
working now for aboub eighboec years and 
it looks more like the Suez canal than any- 
thing I know of. Ib ia over 100 feet deep in 
the face, and this summer they saw bed 
rook for the firab time. No doubb more 
work would be done on thia creek were it 
not for the scarcity of water. A tenderfoot 
fnm Aahcroft waa on thia oroek in July and 
ona cf the old minera dropped a big nugget 
worth about $45 and let tho tenderfoot pick 
it up, then he took it away from him. This 
was the mode he took of advertising his 
claim. 

There ia a man living on Grouse creek 
who uaed to keop a general store. Now 
DHarly all he keeps is a set of books with 
$64,000 worth of bad debts on them. Half 
a mile further on we oross Canadian oreek, 
which is only about two miles in length ; 
there are soma very promising locations and 
leases on this oreek. The bedrock ab the 
lower end Is only ninety feet from bhe Bur- 
face. Conway and his partner have been 
working bore for the past bhirty years with 
varying lack. (They have one drift in over 
400 foot from the foot of their shaft, and in 
one place they cut through a large vein of 
<[iiirtz53 feob In width carrying 82.50 per' 
ion in gold and ten ounces in silver.- ThiB 
oreek empties Into Pleasant Valley creek, 
which Is about four miles long, and is sup. 
poaed to be very rich. Ib waa leased to an 
Engliah company thia summer. They are 
now taking a tops to have lb prospected, ib 
also being deep ground. 

Last Sunday was the firBb dry Sunday In 
Barkerville since tho first saloon was open- 
ed here in tho palmy days, and it would 
have been a great deal bettor had bhe law 
been enforced long ago, as the hoodlumB 
made this their e&pocial day for drinking 
and fighting. 

Mr. Laird, of Willow river, haa struok 
bod rook in Mb tunnel at a distance of G22 
feet from tho creok on the south aide. He 
had a survey mado last week and now he 
has two shifts working sinking a bed rook 
shafb whioh will be aboub 125 foot doop. 

Lasb week an accldonb happenod at the 
Cariboo Gold Fields Company's big Hume, 
which vory nearly coBt two of the workmon 
their Uvea. Tho foreman aont a oouplo of mon 
to take oft' tho latoral bracing and atay lathB 
before tho Btringors wore apikod. Then ho 
Bent anothor gang on top to spot and spiko 
tho stringers, giving ono of them, George 
Atkinson, striob ordors nob to lob tho hoist- 
ing gang, who were raising ties with ahorse, 
pass where ho was working. He, however, 
disoboyod orders and after tho gang had 
about bwonty 24 foot ties on top elghtoon of 
tho bontB, which wore 16 ft. high, camo down 
with a crasb, burying the two men who were 
on bop underneath bhe timbers. Willing 
hands soon reloasod thorn and aarried bhem 
bo bho hospital, where Br. TunBtal was in 
attendance. Luckily no bones wero broken 
and one oi them was ublo bo he taken to his 
home, while tho other wob twonby-four hours 
before ho became conscious, having sus- 
tained conouBsion of tho brain, Howevor 
he is now doing nicely and will aoon be out 
again. 

A. Anderaon, a Saoromonto mining en- 
gineer, is here on bualncBa for soma Engliah 
capitalists. From here he goes to South 
Afrioa.

DEFRAUDING THE C. P. K. 

A Conductor and Ticket Clerk Plead Guilty 
to Having Bobbed the Company. 

Three Rivers, Nov. 7.— (Special)— Tho 
hearing of charges of conapiraoy laid by the 
Canadian Pacific R. R. againab Conductor 
B. E, Campbell and biokeb clerk and opera- 
tor Ouollette took place thia afternoon. The 
specific charges wero that certain tickets 
sold to passengers on the Grand Piles train 
by the prisoner Ouellette had not been 
stamped, wore collected on the train by Con- 
ductor Campbell and nob cancelled by 
punching as required by bho ruloa of tho 
company, bub returned to Ouellette for re- 
sale. The evidence on behulf of tho prose- 
oution Bbo wed that a private arrangement 
existed between the oonduotor and alerk to 
divide the procoeds of Birch tickets when re- 
sold. Tho company claimed that the tickets 
wore only onoo aooounted for. Both prison- 
ers pleaded guilty and elected to be dealt 
with Bummorily. Thoy were remanded for 
sentence until the 8th insb. The maximum 
penalty for the offence is seven years at hard 
labor.

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A VERITABLE CRISIS. 

Formation of a N 6W Turkish Ministry 
-The Pow an Likely to Take 
Action. 



Serious Trouble Feared in Every Fart 
of tlie Empire -Bloodshed 
and Rapine. 



Constantinople, Nov. 7.— A now Turk- 
ish ministry baa boen formed aa follows : 
flalif Rifat Paaha, grand vizier ; Said Pasha, 
president of the council of state ; Tewfik 
Pasha, minister of foreign affairs ; PaBhan 
Pasha, minister of marine ; Rizi Pasha, 
minister of justice ; Sabri Pasha, minister of 
finance ; AriQ Pasha, without portfolio. 

Said Pasba has promised to give the 
powers a definite reply within two days aa 
to what stops the Porte intends to take to 
restore order and provide for the protection 
of Chriatians. 

The ambassadors on Tuesday when they 
called soparatoly, yet identically represented 
that if adequate measures were not shortly 
taken to bring about the restoration of order 
the powers would be compelled, aoting in 
concert, to take their own steps in the 
matter. The Porto was reminded 
of the intervention of the powers in Syria at 
the time of the massacre in 1869. This is 
considered a direct warning to tho Sultan 
i hut Europe will restore order unless the 
Turkish government dooa so promptly. 

Revolutionary placards are being scattered 
in the streets, and the Sultan haa been 
threatened with a choico between abdication 
and assassination. Tho dissatisfaction 
against the Sultan has extended to tbo 
Turkish army and navy, and the palace 
official?, woll aware of this fact, are in u 
state of the greatest alarm. Nobody here 
would bo astonlahod to hear at any moment 
of an outbreak in the palace itself, and only 
a prompt Bhow of force on the part of the 
European fleots assembled here oan avert it. 

To auoh an extent is the system of police 
surveillance carried that two aorvanta In tho 
employ of English merchants hero have been 
arrested whilo returning from the post office 
with letters and newspapers. The English 
merchants promptly complained to tho Brit- 
ish charge d'affaires, who made a strong 
representation to the Porte on the snbjeot. 

There is hourly expectation of serious 
trouble in almost ovory psrt of the Turkish 
empire. The Turkish troopa cannot be re- 
lied upon in such omergenoy, and the 
wretohed condition of the financeB bars any- 
thing like energetic aotion upon tho part of 
The Turkish government, unleBB a holy war 
should be proolaimed, and that could only 
be done by icfhmlng thereligioua fanaticism 
of tho Turks against the ChristionB, whioh 
the Porto would not hesitate to do in caae of 
'*u invision, bub such a step would not ba 
calculated to 6uppreas tho interior disorders, 
the bisia of which should be the protection 
of tho Christian population of Armenia. 

Private accounts represent the condition 
cl the Asiatic provinces of Turkey as de- 
plorable in the oxtremo. A veritable reign of 
terror is said to exist, and bloodshed, rob- 
bery and rapine are ot daily occurrence. 
The Armenians aro reported to be living in 
hourly expectation of biing massacred. 
Independent reports do not confirm the offi- 
cial statement that tho Armenians provoked 
the different disturbances which have taken 
place there. At Erzaroum 320 hodieB have 
been found, and. ( tho corpses of only six 
Turks. Reports are coming in from all 
directions of wholesale massacres, and the 
victims now include GroekB and Moronities. 
The report is gaining ground, even in dip- 
lomatic clrcleB, that the Sultan has ordered 
tho extermination of the Armenian rac3. 
The excitement is apreading to Syria, Bag- 
dad and Mosul. From Syria the moat 
alarming rumors are coming, supported by 
the fatot that by mobilization only twenty 
battalions of Rodlfa out of aixty are avail- 
able, and steps are being taken to dispatch 
them aa promptly aa possible to that.portion 
of Asiatio Turkey. This lends color to the 
reports that the Armenians are reooivlng 
support from unexpected sources. It la 
stated that tho Armenians have boon suc- 
cessful in a fight with the Turks and that 
somo hundreds ol Turkish irregular troopa 
have been captured. 

London, Nov. 7- — A Constantinople dis- 
patch to the Daily Nowb aaya that the foroign 
embassies do not make any secret of the fact 
that everywhere tho lives of Christians are 
in dangor. It la aBaerted that several mili- 
tary students at tho Panoaldl acadomy have 
been arrested as revolutionists. 

A Barlin dispatch to the Daily Telegraph, 
Raye that news has been received of an im- 
portant suocoas by bhe Armonian rebels, 
thoy having in one plaoo dofeated tho Turk- 
ish troops and captured hundreds of pris- 
oners. 

The Armenian committee in London have 
received a telegram confirming the stoppage 
of relief which was for-vardod by them to be 
distributed In Armenia. 

Tho Constantinople correspondent of tho 
Standard saya : "lb waa to day rumored 
that European action is imminent. A greab 
Moslem demonatration waB announced for 
last Friday but the Sultan, fearing tho con- 
B o quences, notifiod tho Turkish nowepapera 
of his intention to proclaim ft ponatitm Ion, 
whereupon the demonstration was nnuarer- 
manded. Tho Sultan thon ordered uiu pa 
pers not to publish tho announcements, and 
arrests began to bo made. 

A Paris doBpatoh says that tho Suttan of 
Turkey has iaauod a decreo authorizing tho 
Imporial Ottoman bank to defer payment of 
its notoB and deposits for a month. The 
bank, however, declines aaaietanco and la 
mooting Ita engagements and assorts thot 
over £1,000,000 in gold Is on tho way to it 
from London, Paris and Vienna. 

At a meeting in Paris of dologatea 
representing the Armonian colonies in vari- 
ous parte of Europo it was resolved to ad- 
dress a Bupremo appeal to the aix pcrara 
which signed the Berlin treaty urging im- 
mediate intervention to stop " the mothodi- 
cal extermination of tho Armenians which is 
being carried out by the Ottoman govorn- 
mont." 

Tho action of tho government in prolong- 
ing tho conceaBions to tho Imporial Ottoman 
bank for twelve yeara has had a roaaeuring 
offect on tho public and tbo run on tho 
bank, whioh throatonod to upaot tbo finan- 
cial aituation in tho whole empire and to 
spread with disastrous effeob beyond, has 
already abated. It la hoped that tho worst 
of tho pr.nio iB now ovor.

FINANCES IN LONDON. 

Increased 'imports anil Exportc of Gold- 
Stock -Market Depressed Or/lng to 
the Political Situation. 

London, Nov. 7.— Tho Exchange Tele 
graph saya that tho Paris settlement waB 
satisfactorily concluded and no further fail 
uros are anticipated. The stock markets 
were dull to flat to-day under steady liqui 
dation in -all departments by those who aro 
realizing in order to pay tho differences on 
mines. Tho political situation also dopressoB 
tho markets. Americans are weak, closing 
a fractlon'better. Of tho dooroaao of 801, 000 
poundB in She bank of England's coin and 
bullion this week £491,000 was gold ex- 
ported and tho rest went Into homo circula- 
tion. The docroase of ovor £1;000.000 in 
other depoelts shows that tho market sup- 
plies of cash aro less plentiful and justifies a 
riso In discount horo. Tho detail* of the 
gold movement for tho week are £364,000 
exported to Egypt, £100,000 to Europo, 
£250.000 U. Paris and £250,000 to Malta ; 
£242,000 In bars was boughb, and £00,000 
waB [Imported from Australia. The trade 
returns for Ootobor aro satisfactory. Tho 
importH incroaaed £1,186,000 aod the ox- 
ports £1,081(000. Tho Inoroase in exports 
was largely duo to tho Increased ohipments 
of toxtilo fabrics to tho Unitod Statea.

A WORD IN Sill AS ON. 

It W48 a matter of surpriao to British Col- 
ombians how anyone in London who had 
tho least knowledgo of fish could pronounco 
Fraser River salmon to be trout of any 
species. Those salmon bear as little resem- 
blance to trout as any salmon frequenting 
British waters. Peoplo hore when they 
heard the extraordinary news immodlatoly 
oame to the conclusion that in thiB case the 
wish was fithor to the thought. The con- 
clusion was that the London fishmong- 
ers—who when frozen British Columbia sal- 
mon found their way to Billingsgate, fearing 
that their craft was to some extent in dan- 
ger, declared that tho WeBtorn salmon were 
trout— wanted tho public to believe that 
they were not true salmon. Ib was 
novar for a moment supposid that any 
man having tho least protonsions to be con- 
sidered an " authority " would make such a 
declaration. But It will bo seen from Fish- 
ery Commissioner Prince's report that tho 
f.oz^n-Britiah Columbia salmon woro con- 
[V mued by the authorities, nob because they 
were not in Rood marketable condition, but 
because they were trout. This arguos 
ni the parb of thoBe authorities, whoever 
thoy were or what their atanding.either grosB 
dishonesty or dense ignorance. It is for- 
tunate for Canada, and particularly for 
British Columbia, that tho Dominion has in 
its service a man whose knowledge of fish 
ia oxtenslvoand whoso sciontifio attainments 
are uni|ueBtiuned. Mr. Prince, tho Dominion 
Commissioner of Fisheries, did not hesitate a 
moment in giving the diotum of tho London 
authoritlea an unqualified contradiction. 
He spoke as one having authority, 
and the " authorities " of the Fish, 
mongers Association or of the Imperial 
Government — wo do nob know which — 
hastily retreated from tho ground they had 
taken. Thoy were obliged to admit that 
tho Fraser River fish were true salmon, and 
as anoh thoy wore put upon the markot 
without further question. Tho following 
ia theFishorlea Commissioner's Report, whioh 
has been forwarded to us by our onorgotio 
and very intelligent Ottawa apocial corre- 
spondent : 

OTTAWA, 21at October, Is03. 
To the Hon. John Oostiijan, Minister oj 
Marine and Fisheries : 

Sir, — I hoc to submit, as Dominion Com- 
missioner ol Fisheries, u brief report on tho 
question concerning tho British Columbia 
nalinon shipped in a frozen state to London 
from Now Westmlnstor, B. C. Tho oablo- 
praui already sont to the High Commission- 
er for Canada, tho Hon. Sir Charles Tupper, 
Baronet, C.B., oto., etc., oxproBBes briefly 
my viowa as a fishory export ; and the fol- 
lowing memorandum furnlshos additional 
details of » solentific nature. Tho English 
authorities aro cortalnly wrong in pronounc- 
ing the British Columbia salmon In ques- 
tion to bo either trout or salmon trout (lake 
trout) Any compotont tciontlfic export 
must report against suoh an erroneous de- 
termination. 

To anyono practioally acquainted with 
bhe Pacific fiahorios of the Dominion tho faat 
that at loasb aovon klnda of salmon 
abound in Incalculable quantities at tho 
very doors of the freezing and canning ea- 
tabliahmenta would demonstrate tho impos- 
albilit/ of tho rbh handlod In thoso estab- 
lishments bolng any spoclos of trout, as tho 
fresh wator atroama and lakes aro at dia- 
banoeB more or lesa groat, and the difficul- 
ties of oapture and of transit of trout aro 
very considerable. 

The trout and salmon known to fishory 
authorities in England (omitting spooiea rare 
and difficult to obtain and therefore of no 
commercial value) are as follows : 

Salmo farlo, L. — Brown or spotted trout. 

Salmo forox, or lacustria, L.— Groat Lake 
braut. 

Salmo lovonBis.— Looh Leven trout. 
Salmo umbla, alpinua or salvellnua, L. — 
Chorr. 

Salmo trulta, L — Salmon trout. 

Salmo erioxj Yar.— Bull trout. 

The freBh water troub and 3almon trout of 
British Columbia are : 

Salmo fontlnalis,— Speckled trout of Am- 
erica. 

Salmo purpuratua. — Red-throat. 
Salmo iridoua. — Rainbow troub. 
Salmo malmo — Dolly Vardon trout. 
Salmo namaycuBh.— American lake trout 
or salmon bronb. 
fflhe frozen fish shipped fiozon bo London 



via Australia cannot be confused with any 
of tho species mentioned iu the above lists — 
they aro wholly different. No fishery ox- 
pert who knowa tho Balmon of the Paoifio 
Coasb could for ono moment eonfound those 
British Columbia salmon with any of the 
troub or salmon trout specified. ThuB in 
miny anat' mical points they are very cliE« 
tinctivo. In suoh a feature us the anal fin- 
rays, while the lake trout haa 11 rays and 
the bull trout has 10 rays, tho steel head has 
12 rays and thosookeyo has 14 rays, 

Tho two kinds of British Holumbia salmon 
which are shipped frozen from New West- 
minater are : 

(1.) The Bookoye (oncorhynchua norka, 
walb) or bluobaok. 

(2.) Tho ateolhead or aowcum (salmo 
gairdneri). Both kinds migrate annually 
from the Pacific Ocean up tho Fraaer and 
other rivers for tho purpose of spawning in 
frosh wator ; bub thoy cannot bo confounded 
with any rocognfzod lako trout, or trout of 
fresh wator Btreama. I may add that, when 
I waa investigating recently the British Col- 
umbia fisherle8 as General Inapeotor of 
Fisheries for Canada, I had numerous op- 
portunities in July, August and September 
of soeing the various speoieB ;of fish oan^hb 
for commercial purposes. 

In no oaae were troub or salmon-trout net- 
ted or frozen for export. Thoso latter fish 
aro Bolely caught by Bettlors and anglers in 
fresh water, more or loaa remote from tho 
eatuarlea where tho aookoyo and stcelhoad 
abound. Thoao frosh water Btreama and 
lakes aro from 30 to 300 milea above the 
canning and freezing establishments. No 
commercial netting is oarriod on thoro, and 
tho freight would bo so costly that tho en- 
terprise could not possibly pay. It would 
bo absurd to go to theao remote waters when 
countloss shoals of salmon (sookeye, ateol- 
head and four or five other speoios) puss tho 
very doors of the freezing and canning es- 
tabliahmenta. Frequently more of these fish 
aro caught in the estuarioa (such as the 
Frasor estuary) than the freezers and can- 
nors can rocoive. At one cannery which I 
visited in AuguBb last 70,000 ot thoao sal- 
mon wore dollverod in a singlo day. 

The aotion of tho authorities In London is 
wholly unjustlfinblo (1) on solentlfio grounds 
as tho frozen fish in question are not trout 
or any species of lako or salmon trout, but 
migratory salmon whioh only come into 
fresh water to spawn. 

(2) On commercial grounds, for lb implies 
that the British Columbia freezing firms 
would negloot the aplondid fiBh which abound 
in the tidal waters at their doors in ordor to 
catch and ship the loss abundant tronb or 
aalmon trout from comparatively inacces- 
sible frosh water areas, mountain lakea, oto., 
both of which suppositiona are tqually un- 
reasonable.

That is the whole thing in a nutshell and 
personally I nevor had directly or Indirectly 
u word of discussion, whether public or pri- 
vate, on tho subject with Mr. Laurier. 

It Beems that Mr. Beaugrand likes Mr. 
Laurier well enough, but ho does nob ap- 
prove of the political company ho koepB. 
There are, to uae terms whioh Mr. Laurier 
haa made classical, " boodlera and 
suckers and parasites and barnacleB " 
who contributed largely to tho down- 
fall of Mr. Meroier and who are 
now fastening thomaelves on Mr. 
Laurier. These meu, if they get the chance, 
will abtempb to do for Laurier what they 
succeeded in doing for Morclcr, In an 
artlole in La Patrie the same unsavory orew 
are a little more definitely desoribed as fol 
Iowa :

I havo friends, and good frlonds, 
who aro not Blow to Bay that a Btupid error 
was committed yeatorday in stirring up tho 
nest of Rougee iu the oilioos of La Patrio 

Mr. Boaugrand evidently doos not boliova 
in tho provorl) "Show me your company 
and I will toll you what you are." Ho c 
demos Mr, Laurier in pretty strong torms 
for having about him a orowd of politicians 
who showod that thoy woro wanting in prln 
olplo, yet bo bollovea that Mr. Laurier, who 
in spito of his romonstranoos, associates with 
and nnoouragos bhem, Is a man of integrity. 



zuela and Lodgo'well enough to pay over tho 
n.oaey without grumbling. A similar fate 
might overtake New York, buD Chicago 
would bear this with becoming resignation, 
Chicago has already made up its mind that 
British war vessels cannot gob to Chicago, 
aa the Wolland canal will doubtless ba de- 
stroyed early in the aotion. Besidoa, it is 
calculated that we should got a ohancs to 
aelzo Canada, which would be somo oompen- 
sotion. Meantime, howevor, wo should not 
havo much markot for our provisions, bread- 
Bluffs and cotton, and wo would run up a 
oons:dorab!e debt and get ourselves u big 
new pension list. Then wo could have 
plenty of high taxea, fiat money and all tho 
other blesslDga that war brings on the ooun- 
try. 

Suoh considerations as these must occur to 
every sensible man who sits down Beriously 
to think what would be tho coaseqnoncos of 
a war botwoon Groat Britain and the Uni- 
ted States. Ho cannot bub see thab It would 
undor any oiroumstaucos bo a very, great 
misfortune to the countries thomBelvos, and 
ho must also see bhab ib would bo fraught 
with evil to tho oauao of freodom and pro- 
gross in every part of tho world. 

The Troy Prosa hits tho nail on the head 
when it saya : " Eliminate those who profit 
by the plunder, and war talk would soon 
end. Ib is tho horde of oormoranta who like 
to fatten on their country's troubles that 
oompriBe the noiaieob of tho jingo boomora." 
Thoro is, no doubt, a great deal of truth iu 
this, uud if tho process of olimiuation wore 
oontlnued t>nd every trading politician who 
s biddinc for 'ho votos of anti- British eloo- 
tora were taken from tho " hollering " 
crowd thoro would bo few, If any, loft. Tho 
Chicago Inter- Ocean givea uttoranco to 
a vory weighty truth when it says : " Tho 
English and the American people have too 
much in oommon to quarrol over trifles. 
Aftor free and fair discussion of questions at 
issue tho two governments will probably ad- 
just differences without ovon hinting at 
war." 

It is indood pleaBant to find that the whole 
newapapor press of tho United Stutos is nob 
given over entirely to jingoism, bub that 
somo of its ablest and most influential jour- 
nals discuss questions in disputo between 
England and tho United States in a cool 
common bobso and truly patriotic manner. 
They aro taking tho wise oourEO and the one 
whioh in the end, wo aro fully aonvinoed, 
will ba generally followed.

August, 1859, having arrived with his fam- 
ily from Now York in that year. Previous 
to this he waa aome years in Virginia, and 
constructed many important works in that 
State, some of whiah were afterwards de- 
stroyed during the Amerioan civil war. Up 
to within a few years of bis death his life 
was a most aotivo and industrious one. 
Many of the buildings erootod in the prov- 
ince from 1859 to 1882 boar wllneaa to the 
excellence of his handiwork, the beautiful 
oonvoci of St. Ann's at New Westminster 
boing among them.

Although 
hia life had reached far beyond tho limit al- 
loted to man he was in the full enjoyment of 
mental and bodily health up to September 
last, whon ho was attacked by tho illness 
whioh ended fatally yesterday. Ho suffer- 
ed most acutoly during that period and un- 
til rollovod of hie pain by tho mossengor 
that comes for all. 

Tho deceased during his long rosidonco In 
Victoria was hold in high oateem by all who 
know him. Ho was a good citizen and an 
honeBt man. Three sons, Aid. R. T,, J. VV.

EKGLlSlI.MfiH AND THE CANADIAN WIN. 

Austin, Texas, Nov. 7- — Bubear and 
Barry, the Englishmen, and Gaudaur, the 
Canadian, won the honors in to-day's great 
aquatic ovontB, chief cf which wan the 
double scull race for the championship of 
the world and SI, 000. This waa witnessed 
by upwards of four thousand people, and 
resulted in a defeat for Rogers and Teemer, 
the Americans, by the brawny lads from 
ovor tho Atlantic— Bubear and Barry. At 
the throe-quarter flag the Amerk-ins had a 
boat longth of a lead. The Englishmen 
then began to crowd them. About ten 
lengtha from tho finish Teemer gave out on 
tirely, and Rogers had to pull tho boat over 
the line by himself. The Englishmen im 
mediately took the lead, winning in 17 40, 
and thus lowering the world's record for 
double bouIIb. The next most important 
event was a triangular threo mile race for 
positions in the championship race for tho 
Richard K. For cup and $1,000. The 
starters were Hanlan, Teomer, Gaudaur, 
Peterson and Rogers. Gaudaur lead from 
the very Btart, pulling a steady stroke of 
.'!S. Teemer quit when a mile and a half of 
the course had been rowed, leaving Gaudaur 
and Rogers to win by eaBy Btrokes in 19.41 
This gives Gandaur and Rogors positions in 
the great race against Bubear and Haines. 

Jake Gaudaur, of Canada, won tho cham 
pionship of the world and'a purse of $1,000. 
The starters were Bubear and Haines of 
England, Jake Gaudaur of Canada, and 
RogerB of the United States. The distance 
waa a mile and a half and return, tho time 
20:59. 

The four-oared race for the championship 
of the world and a purse of §1,500 wbb won 
by the English crow, the Americans making 
a poor second. Time — 17:204 

The winning of thie race "by the English 
crew givea thorn all the important laurela at 
tho regatta.

TUESDAY MORNING'S TRAGEDY. 

The Attorney-General Requests Dr. Lang to 
Make a Second Investigation— No 
Cine Yet Obtainable. 

Although announced for thia afternoon by 
Undertaker Hanna, it ia quite possible that 
the funeral ot tho colored woman, Mattlo 
Crow, who W88 atrungled to death on Tues- 
day morning, may be postponed. Ia vlow 
of tho importance the case hs>B assumed, Dr. 
John LiOg, the post mortem surg6on, yes- 
terday received instructions from tho Attor 
ney-General to make further examination of 
tho body, the provinolal authorities bb well 
aa those of the city being determined _ to 
leave no stono unturned by which a solution 
of the mystery of Tuesday morning may be 
reached. 

As yet not oven a olue has presented It- 
Belf to reward the persistent inquiries of the 
poiicio, and if, as they firmly believe, murder 
haa been oommitted, tho assassin took „1 
due precaution to close behind him fjvery 
avenuo of doteotion. Not the least remark- 
able feature of the remarkable oas'j is found 
in tho faot that tho tragedy waa tmaoted so 
silently that no sound roaohed the ears of 
the ccoupant of tho adjoining room, though 
it is separatod by only tho thinnoat of parti- 
tions. Rohrig, it must bo remembered, Bays 
that he waB not drunk— and hence it would 
be natural to auppose that had a struggle of 
any kind token place, he would have heard 
it. 

A theory whioh finds very general accept- 
ance is that some time aftor 12 o'olock Mat- 
tie Grow rooelved a visitor who, posaibly in 
response to solicitation, accompanied her to 
her room. He there domanded money and 
bein« refusod ottemptod violence. Know- 
ing Rohrig to be in tho adjoining room the 
woman would reasonably be expected to call 
to him for assistance, and it is not unlikoly 
that it was to prevont such an outcry that 
tho visitor fastened his hands and after- 
wards tho fatal tie apon the neck of his vic- 
tim, choking her to death. Then came tho 
hurried Boarch of tho room for anything of 
value — and flight. Though the house in 
whioh tho tragedy was enaoted is in the 
heart of Chinatown, roaidentB of tho quarter 
are not Buspootod. A Chinaman ovon if 
homicidally inclined would scarcely adopt 
such a mothod of murder ub strangulation. 

So far as Rohrig is concerned tho police 
do not believe thete is much to find out, 
His story of where and how he spont Mon 
day night has been verified, and a search of 
his private belongings gives — as expooted 
no information. Tho few oontradiotlona In 
his evidenco are generally regarded as im 
material and it is conceded that ho has 
stated fairly all he knows iu the matter. 
The pair of man's cuffs found in the death 
chamber are proved not to belong to him, 
but they do not aftor all give tho hoped for 
clue, for they had been loft in the house up 
wards of a week ago. 

In tracing an analogy between tho death 
of Mattle Crow and Capo Mndgo Sally, 
reference Is not intended to the medical 
features of the respective cases. TheBe are 
very dissimilar in total, although partial 
strangulation may have beon a factor in the 
first tragedy. The chief similarity appears 
to lio in tho fact that both aro shrouded in 
mystery ; that motive in either is not easily 
discernible ; and that no clearing up of the 
attendant circumstances seemB likely to be 
secured in the very immediate future.

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

A Race of " Princes "-Tho "Island Belle 
on a Now Route—" Henrietta " 
Sails for Mexico. 

Just before dark laBt ovoning tho little 31 
ton schooner Henrietta, in command of 
Capt. Ar.rioraon, and with a orew of six, 
Bailed f.if La Patz, Mexico. What tho 
schooner's mission is, no one seems to know, 
other than those directly concerned in the 
expedition. Inquiries were yesterday made 
of those who aro supposed to be the schoon- 
er's ownerB, but they failod to elicit any in 
formation as to tho present movements of 
the vosbbI. A contract for the conveyance 
of a number of Chinamen to Mexico was 
offered ono well known captain a few days 
ago, but it was not accepted for fear of poe 
slble difficulties. Whother or not tho own- 
era of tho Henrietta have accepted the same 
contract ia a matter of speculation. 

Somotime between tho 15th and 20th 
of tho present n.onth the little Amerl 
can steamor Island Belle will be placed on 
a run connoctinc Sidnoy and Now What- 
com. Tho B. B. Steamboat and Transporta- 
tion Co,, of New Whatcom, will operate 
the stoamer, and propose making hor con 
ncct with all San Juan island ports three 
times a woek. Tho Victoria & Sidney rail 
way will connect this city with tho proposed 
line, while Seattle and other Sound cities 
will be made places of call, the intention 
being to make ^connections with Eastern 
bound traina from each of the last named 
points. The Island Belle Is a vosaul 101 feet 
long, 20 foot beam and 7 feot deep. 

Tug Lorno returned to port yesterday 
after towing the bark Princo Louis to eea 
from Vanoouver. As Boon aB tho vobboIb 
parted tho bark put on all Bail and sped 
away on hor voyage to Louden. Until hei 
destination is roaohed thoro will not bo a 
breath of air wastod whioh can be taken ad- 
vantage of. Her rivil in tho long ocean 
rocu, the Prince Frederick, leavoB tho Ter- 
minal City probably to morrow, as the Lome 
expects to cow her to aea as Boon aa she ro 
turns with the Princo Victor. Tho latter is 
now in tho Royal Roads, but will reach Van 
couver oarly thie morning.

Nature has thickened tho coats of the 
wild ponies of Sable island and given 
the hair on them almost a woolly tend- 
ency. Daring tho .summer they fatten 
on the succulent grasses, and the first 
half of tho winter thoy fairly hold their 
own, bnt tho cold northeast winds and 
Knows of March and April, when tho 
polar ice surrounds tho island, drive 
them clustering under tho leo of the 
paud dunes, where thoy stay till too 
weak and chilled to more uhout in search 
of tho scanty nourishment. 

A year ago, after a ten days' stormy, 
sleepy spell, no loss than six dead ani- 
mals were found huddled in a nook be- 
hind some sand hills. During tho win- 
ter of 1894, 0-i wild pouiesdied from ex- 
posure and natural causes. Of course 
where thero aro several hundred horses 
— or people — no matter how well cured 
for, there will he a number of deaths. 
So we cannot put the whole 6-1 deaths 
down to "exposure and starvation." 
That winter began with 400 wild ponies 
on the island, and it was what tho staff 
there called a "hard winter. " 

The sand permeating their Pood causes 
the teeth to wear away rapidly, so that 
old age and inability to eat sufficient 
come upon them sooner than with horses 
on the mainland. Their battles also, 
which, though not frequent, aro fierce, 
and at tunes to Hie death, tend to in- 
crease the percentage of mortality. 

Thoy go in gangs of from 5 to 2i5, ac- 
cording to circumstances. Each gang has 
a master stallion, who is patriarch, fa- 
ther, defender. It was my privilege last 
Mrrch, when visiting the island, to see 
1 1 gangs in one day when Superintend- 
ent Boutilier drove with me from tho 
extreme eastern bar to tho main station. 
■We came within 20 or !)0 yards of several 
gangs, but they moved independently 
away as w( approached. 

Catching and shipping them is an im- 
portant and, to all the stud', an exciting 
incident. I witnessed it from the look- 
out platform of No. I station in tho 
early gray of. an October morning. Su- 
perintendent' Boutilier routed me at 
dawn with the words, "They aro driv- 
ing in the first gang, " and in a few 
minutes 1 was hastening from tho house, 
some 2(10 yards, to the "lookout," 
whence 1 saw dark objects moving over 
the easterly hillocks. Soon could bo dis- 
tinguished nine wild ponies racing hith- 
er and you, but kept well together and 
trending west by aid of 1:3 moil on 
horseback 'native ponies that seemed to 
enjoy the fun as much as tho men on 
their bucks) behind them, with long 
whips and stentorions voices. 

Ac rral J* yards in diameter, strong- 
ly inclosed, with a branch fence, extend- 
ing from one side some 7.") yards, made 
it not nnhke a fish trap or weir, into 
which by judicious driving and heading 
the gang was safely lodged, and tho 
riders were off for another gang of 13, 
which the boss had located, and which 
in an hour, despite most desperate ef- 
forts to break away, were all safely cor- 
ralled with the first gang. 

Then immediately began a battle be- 
tween the two patriarchs, which I wit- 
nessed. Teeth, forefeet and heels, min- 
gled with very positive squeals, were 
vigorously used. After awhile tho weak- 
er stallion fled into the crowd, and the 
victor's manner indicated his impor- 
tance and foreshadowed his apparent 
doom, for the remark was made, "We'd 
better got that big follow out, as he 
might hurt some one. " So he was soon 
lassoed, thrown down, a Bonaparto bri- 
dle put in his mouth and a lino to ono 
foot, and then let up to dash out of tho 
corral through tho gateway purposely 
opened, dragging two of tho boys who 
guided him to the beach for shipment. 

Let me give tho details : Four or fivo 
men enter the corral, and tho horses 
cluster to tho opposite side. Then ono 
man throws a noose around the neck of 
one, and two men pull that beast out of 
the gang as the herds circle round near 
the inclosing fence. 

The difficulty of breathing soon causes 
temporary weakness, and the horse falls, 
or is pushed down, when one man seizes 
his head, another the tail, and ono 
jumps on his body to keep him from 
floundering. Tho boss puts tho loop of a 
line into the horse's mouth and round 
his lower jaw, then up over his head 
and down through the loop in his jaw, 
so that by pulling the line a double pur- 
chase is brought on tho mouth. This is 
a bonaparto bridle. 

.Such a purchase at tho month with a 
lino on a hind foot held by experienced 
men renders it impossible for tho ani- 
mal to go elsewhere than to the beach. 
When there, two sailors, holding tho 
ends of a lino several fathoms long, 
walk around him, foldingthe rope about 
his legs. Then by tightening this leg 
rope and holding firm his other fasten- 
ings the horse quickly falls and is held 
down by head and tail, while his legs 
are tied together with mauilla brought 
from the ship. A layer or two of this soft 
rope lies between the feet, so that strug- 
gling does not cause abrasion. Then, 
helpless, the monarch lios broadside on 
the soft. sand. The bridlo is removed, 
the leg line, and tho boys hurry back to 
the corral, a quarter of a milo away, 
for tho fun of catching and bringing 
down another group. -^-Halifax Horald.

the placo of tho ordinary photograph 
used in boudoir and drawing room or 
set in tho lids of jowel caskets and bon- 
bon boxes. Many aro handsomely mount- 
ed as brooches or lockets, while others 
give dignity to the powder boxes. These 
lust aro a reminder of tho craze for fan- 
cy suulfboxes so conspicuous at tho 
courts of Europe a century or so ago. 
The Napoleonic revival bronght these 
miniatures along with it, and tho wom- 
en's portrait exhibition in New York, 
which attracted much attention, turned 
peoplo's thoughts in the direction of 
miniature painting. 

Likenesses of some of tho gentlemen 
of tho court aro portrayed with their ab- 
surdities all in evidence, to bu hung as 
lockets, fastened as brooches or placed 
in choice cabinets. 

Tho French beauties and gallants are 
most conspicuous in this world of minia- 
tures. Marie Louise and the queen of 
Naples in their regal robes aro favorite 
typos, and there aro French duchesses 
and noble dames almost innumerable. 

For those who aro not attracted by 
historical personages, miniatures purely 
ideal in subject and treatment aro im- 
ported; fair haired maidens in ball 
gowns, with knots of flowers on their 
shoulders and forgetmenots twined 
in their hair. All the frames of these 
miniatures have decorations in keeping 
with the particular period at which the 
subject lived. The frames and settings 
of the most costly are valuable for them- 
selves alone, independent of the picture. 

Tho principal jewel in which these 
miniature paintings appear is the brooch. 
Tho Jewelers' Circular, which calls at- 
tention to the foregoing, also illustrates 
a number of original designs in brooch 
settings for miniature paintings. 

Picture and Cornice Moldings, 
Tho extensive use of picture and cor- 
nice moldings in modern interiors has 
developed an immense business in these, 
artistic and popular adjuncts to mural 
decoration. Moldings can be had deco- 
rated in relief to harmonize with any 
given stylo, both in form and color, and 
with or without decoration in gold and 
silver effects. Frequently the moldings 
aro colored to order, either in tho color 
of the woodwork of an apartment or in 
a color harmonizing with either carpet 
or walls. According to Decorator and 
Furnisher the picture molding is usual- 
ly placed below the frieze, if there be 
one, while tho cornice molding is spe- 
cially adapted for this in rooms where 
tho builder has forgotten to placo a 
plaster cornice. Where isuch a serious 
defect has been consummated (ho ordi- 
nary practice is to place in the anglo of 
the walls and ceiling a cornice composed 
of three different members, the two out 
or members of which aro alike in form 
and color. Tho intermediate member is 
a plain recessed surface, in which the 
darkest color in tho apartment is repeat- 
ed. Of course much more elaborate 
moldings can be employed in the deco- 
ration of cornices, and thero is no limit 
to the variety of shapes that can bo pro- 
duced. 



How to Make Cocoanut sticks. 
Grate up tine the meat of two cocoa- 
nuts, put in a kettle with -1 pounds 
of pulverized sugar, tho beaten whiles 
of 2 eggs and the milk contained in 
both nuts. Stir together over tho firo 
until you discern an appearance of the 
candy turning back to sugar. Take off 
immediately. Make into round, Hat 
cakes mid put on buttered dishes to 
harden.

When it is nearly 
timo to serve, place each tomato on a 
crisp white lettuce leaf that has also 
been on ice, taking care to drain it first, 
and fill with mayonnaise dressing.

There is a possibility, there- 
fore, that the final end in the J.amont cose, 
ao far aa tho Superior court Ib ooncorned, 
will nob bo readied for some weekB, bub It ib 
generally believed that Judgo Murphy will 
be disposed to get rid of the Lamont oaae 
for good and ail as soon aa possible. Tho 
motion la likely to be denied. 

General Dickinson aald : "I'll fight thia 
thing to the end, you may bolieve mo, Do 
you suppose we can gob witnesses to testify 
tor tho defence now whon they know 
that as soon as their Identity ia known some- 
thing will be trumped up against them '! 
Take that man Clark. Hewenb voluntarily 
to Deuprey and told his atory. He believed 
ho was right, but it was no sooner known 
that ho was to teBtify for the defonco than 
ho was made oub an embezzler and every- 
thing else that was black, and ib was oven 
B»id chat a warrant was out for hia arrest.

He said ho 
was not euro that a change of venuo would 
be aekod for, bub from hia recent oxpreasiona 
relativo to the state of public opinion, it Ib 
practically certain that auch a procedure 
will be adopted. , Thab a change of venuo 
will bo granted if asked is very probablo, as 
ib would be next to impossible to secure 
another jury hero, and tho district attorney 
has announced that he will cilar do oppo- 
sition to Buoh a motion. For these roaBnns 
thoro Ib vory little likollhood that the Wil- 
liams case will be tried in San Francisco. 



WESTMINSTER ASSIZES. 

The Court Opened Before Chief Justice Davie 
—True Bills— Convicted of 
Forgery. 

. New Westminster, Nov. 7.— (Spooial)— 
Tho fall assizes woro opened yesterday, 
Chiof Justice Davie and Justices McCroight 
and Bole being on the bench. Tho Chief 
Juatico in addressing the grand jjry re- 
viewed tho numerous cases on tho docket at 
considerable length and gave into their 
handa tho caso of A. H Lynn-Browno, 
charged with forging an accountable receipt 
for the delivery of money. A true bill wbb 
brought in and tho trial by jury waa at once 
proceeded with. The prisoner obtained from 
Merrill Dos Brisay, of tho Mission City 
Agricultural Association, $14 for printing, 
tolling him ho had to guaranteo ib to the 
firm that did tho printing. Mr. Dob Brlaay 
afterwards receivod a bill for the same work 
from the printing houso reforred to. After 
a brief trial the jury returned a vordfet of 
guilty and tho prisoner was sontonced to 
twelve monthb' imprisonment with hard 
labor. 

In tho oaBO of A. W. Presloy, oharged 
with attempted arson, (ho grand jury re- 
turned " no bill," True bills wero returned 
against Llppy and Turnor, burglary and 
houBobroaking ; agalnsb Glng for theft, and 
Jimmy Page for murdor, The murder trial 
was proceeded with, and laBtod all day. 
The aoouBod ran amuck on August; 17, when 
crazy with liquor, and killod Annie Molliah 
at Ladnor's. The jury were out until 
nino o'olook thia evening, whon they re- 
turned a verdicb of guilty of manslaughter. 
Tho prisoner wbb aontonced to fifteen yoars 
in tho penitentiary.

DETROIT'S EXPLOSION. 

Tho List of Mlsoinir Continues to Decreape Ma- 
terially— A CareIeB8 Engineer. 

Detroit, Nov. 7. — Tho work of rescuing 
the bodioa of bhe vlotima of Wednesday's 
explosion in tho Journal building went 
steadily on all day and to-night. Tho list 
of missing decroasee coneapondingly with 
tho numbor of doud bodies taken oub. Over 
bhirty doad bodies have boen rooovored and 
identified, but the numbor changes frequent- 
ly on account of now and ghastly discover- 
ies brought to light in tho ruins. Tho num- 
bor of killod will approach forty. To-day's 
dovelopmenti demonstrate conclusively thab 
the negligenb caro of tho boilers was the 
oauso of the disaster. The low wator oauiod 
a superheated condition of tho fluoi, fol- 
lowed by the dangerous injootion of cold 
water. Engineer Thompson's carelessness 
is strongly condemned. 



Tho last stone of tho great dome that is to 
surmount tho new parliament buildings of 
British Columbia was laid yesterday after- 
noon. At .'I o'clock tho Union Jaok waa 
hoisted over the massive and imposing pile 
and half an hour later the laBb stone waB 
laid by Colonel the Hon. James Biker, pro- 
vincial socrotary, in the presence of Hon. G.
